the people in the wilderneſſe often ſinned 
and diſpleaſed God , ſo that he was purpo- 
ſed to hane deſtroyed them. Let me alone 
( ſayth he to Moſes ) that J may deſfrop 
them : But Moſes did not let hum alone,fo2 
re paved fill foz = z and Gaby 
pared them , A people were ſpared 
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though Moſes pzayer , they not p2aping 
with him , but rather wo2ſhipping their 
goldeit Calfe,ceating,d2inking,and 

toliie nod chere: why ſhouldcſt thou doubt 
whether God will be mercifull fo thee + ha 
ning , as in deede thou haſt, one much bet- 
ter then Moſes to pzay fo2 thee , and with 
thee,encn Telus Ch21ite, who fitteth on the 
richt hand of his Father , and p2aypeth ſo; 
bs , being no lefſe faithfull tn his Fathers 
houſe,the Church , then Moſes was in the 
Hinagogue, Dauid that nod King , hada 
fowic foplc , when he committed whoze- 
dome, with his faithfull ſeruauntes Wife, 
Bethlabe ; wherevnto he adved alſo a mib 
cheuous murther,cauſing her huſband , his 
moſt faithfnll Donldiour Vric, to be Nlaine, 
with an honeſt copany of his moſt valiaunt 
men of warre, and that with the ſwoozd of 
the vncircumciſea, * 

In this his ſinne , though a great whyle 
he lap a leepe , (as many do now a dayes, 
God gine thenz god waking)thinking that 
by the Dagrifices he offered , all was well, 
God was content : yet at length , when 
the P2ophete by a Parable,had opened the 
poke,and b2ought hun in remembzaunceof 
bis owne ſirine , in ſuch ſozt , that he gaue 

tudge- 
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indgement againlf him felfe : then quaked 
be, his @acrifices hav no mo2e taken away 
his ſinnes : then our Dir lohas 'Trentais 
and wagging of his fingers, ouer the heads 
of (uch as lye a fleepe in their ſinnes (ont of 
the which when they are awaked,they will 
well ſ& that it is neyther Palſeno; Pat- 
tins : bleſſing no2 croſſing wyll ſerne,) 
then I ſap, he cryed out ſaying , Peccant 
Nomino : J haue ſinned , ſayth he , againſt 
my Lo2d and god God, which hath vone ſo 
much fo2 me, A cauſed in deede Vrie to be 
kylled.J haue ſinned, J hane ſinned, What 
ſhall Jdo ? Jhaue ſinned , and am woz- 
thy of eternall dampnation . But what 
ſayth God by his Pzophet : Dowurns(ſapth 
he ) tranitulit peccatum tunm, non morierts: 
The Lord hath taken away thy finnes, thon 
ſhalrnotdie . Dh god God,he ſapde, but 
Peccani , I hauc ſinned : but pet from his 
heart,x not from the lyps onely, as Pharao 
and Saule did, and incdtinently be heareth: 
Thou ſhalt nor die, the Lord hath taken a- 
way thy ſinnes : Dz rather hath lapd them 
vyon an other, yea, traſlated them vpon the 
backe ofhis ſonne Jeſus Chziſte, who bare 
them,x not onely them,but thine and ming 
alſo,tf that we will now crie but from our 

E.ity. hearts, 
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heartes, Peccarnimus : We hane ſinned god 
Lo2d, we have done wickedlie, enter not 
into iudgement. with vs ; but be mercifull 
vnto vs after thy great mercie , and accozy 
ding to the multitude of thy copaſſtons, do 
away our iniquitics;xc.'Fo2 in deede, God 
its not the Gov of Danid onely: /dem Dew 
omnizm,He 1s the God of all: So that, £m. 
cungue InWocauerit women Domini ,ſalums erit: 
Ve 02 ſhe, whoſocaer they be that call.vpon 
the name of the Lo2d ſhalbe ſaned, In cons 
firmation wherof, this Piſfo2ic is wzitten, 
as are alſo the other which J haue recited, 
' and many mo which J might recite, As 6f 
Manales the wicked king, which flew Eſa 
the P2ophet,and w2ought very mach wics 
kedneſſe, yet the Lozd ſhewed mercte: vpon 


hin being in p2ifon , as his P2ayer doth 
teach vs . Nabuchodonozer , though foza 
time hc bare Gods anger, yet at the length 
he found mercie, The Cittie of Ninne alſo 
found fantour with God,as did many other, 
which J will ont fo2 tymes ſake,and will 
b:ing fo:th one o2 two out of the new Te: 
ftainet, that we may ſ& Cod to be the ſame 
Gov tn the newe Teſtament , that he my 
in the ole, 


J might fell you of many, if J ſhouts 
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ſpeake of the » ſuch as were poſ- 
ſeſſed with Deu \ lame, blinde,dumbe, 
deafe, lepers, tc. but tyme will not ſuffiſe 
me : one 02 two therefoze ſhall ſerue. Mane 
Magdalen had ſeyen Deuils , but yet they
